Powers saw .Mrs. Swcnsor. walk- 
ing into the path of the train when 
the locomotive was only 100 feet 
away, and added: 


"He ran after her. stepped over 


the east rail, seized her by the 
.shoulder, and pulled her backward 
from between the lails. However, 
both Mr. Powers ar.d Mrs. Swen- 
son foil and were .-.truck by the 
pilot-sill step at the left side of 
th" locomotive, probably Mr. Pow- 
<-is was struck also by a locomo- 
tive cylinder."

Albany, N. Y., Sept. 28—(AP) 


—Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, arriv- 
ed ,back in Albany today after a 
three-week trans-continental cam- 
paign tour. 


The Dewey special train arrived 


at 8 a. m. (C\VT)..but the gover- 
nor ..and- Mrs. Dewey. did-.not .leave 
their Pullman'-car until 8:30. 


They were greeted by approxi- 


mately 300 persons, who 
gave 


them an impromptu reception. 


Dewey faced a busy day at the 


capitol, including a . conference 
with HcVbcrt Browncll, Jr., chair- 
man of the National Republican 
Committee. 


Dcwcy appeared refreshed as he 


motored to the executive mansion. 
He had retired late after several 
train-stop addresses en route from 
Tulsa, Okla. In these impromptu 
speeches, the GOP candidate em- 
phasized that if the Republicans 
win in November he would sweep 
new dealers out of the government 
from top to bottom. 


"There is a job in Washington 


which I would particularly like 
to do," he told a Mtincie, Jnd.. 
crowd yesterday. 
"I should like 


to start the best house cleaning 
job the government ever got." 


The governor gave no evidence 


of fatigue as a result of the three- 
week trip through 21 states, many 
nights of it spent on a moving 
train.

Hir.tins: the record-high points 


on butter may continue through 
December, O P A Administrator 
Chester Bowles said: 


"There are no two days about 


it. we civilians arc going to have 
to get along with less butter than 
formerly—at least during- the next 
00 days or so. \Ve simply don't 
have anywhere near the normal 
supply of butter to distribute." 


The government has errtlcd its 


butter purchases for the year but 
OPA said production so far this 


year is about 12 per cent under 
that in the corresponding- period 
of 19)3. July production of cream- 
ery butler was the lowest in 22 
years, with output continuing to 
taper in August and this month. 
WFA reported. Production norm- 
ally declines in ihe fall and be- 
gins to rise again in December.

Our Peacetime Army 


Until very recently, peacetime 


military tramin:: was probably as 
unpopular a proposal as an Amer- 
ican could pill forward. It has 
always raised the cry of "militar- 
ism." 
Popular opposition to it, 


along with faith in our geograph- 
ical inviolability, made our de- 
fenses woefully weak at the start 
of two world wjirs, and forced us 
to go through the costly process 
of improvising a citi7.cn army at 
a time when every single day 
counted. 


The lessons of this war may 


• cause, a part of popular opinion 


to take a full swing in the oppo- 
site, direction. 
Maybe this is nat- 


ural and inevitable, but It isn't 
good. 
Overemphasis on military 


force • is as dangerous as tinprc- 
parcdncss, and needs ns careful 
watching1. 
And 
overemphasis 


seems to be Uic keynote of a. re- 
cent statement by, Senator Elmer 
Thomas of Oklahoma;.on • the size 
of our postwar armed forces. . 


Senator Thomas favors a min- 


imum .force of 2,000,000 men for 
as long'as 10 years nftcr hostili- 
ties-."end—"50.000 each for 
the 


Navy and A'ir Forces, and 000.000 
for the. Army. His reason is that 
"we expect Germany and Japan 
to be disarmed 
and 
kept 
• dis- 


armed," which js a reason no one 
will quarrel with. 
But we. won- 


der if.a long-tern) police force of 
2.000,000 is cither necessary- or 
desirable.. •

Certainly it has its dangers. For 


one thing1.-.Uic other'great powers 
could, rightfully .insist on. propor- 
tionately-large '• peacetime.'' armie.v 
That.would give. Russia a force of 
about". 2.700.000. and Britain near- 
ly a.: half million. A five million- 
plus police force should hardly be 
•necessary", to keep a" beaten,Axis 
"in-line." But it could cause trou- 
ble.

Such -/a. 'force would be a trc- 


mendoufi/'public' 'expense.. ' And 
2.000.000N:mcn ...In uniform would 
be a powerful' pfllitic.il force. It 
would be- too much to hope that 
politics; and the military could- 
kept separate, and the effect, of 
such avunion'-'on the national de- 
fense would not he healthy.' 


If we should insist on bringing 


an armed force of this size Into 
an. international pence, organiza- 
tion, we should bring with it ,thc 
inference that, military might was 
the first and greatest .hope for 
maintaining peace, rather than the 
last resort.

Mrs. McPherson, Known as Sis- 


ter Aimcc to her thousands of 


followers, died shortly after sh« 
was discovered, gasping for breath 
jnd nearly unconscious, 
by her 


son. Rolf. Her death was ascribed 
to a heart attack at the time. 


Shortly before she. had ridden to 


an Oakland auditorium in a horse 
and buggy with a customary dis- 
play of showmanship 
for which 


she gained fame in Dt years of 
evangelism and delivered a lec- 
ture on "The Foursquare Gospel." 
Last night she was to have ap- 
peared before another 
audience, 


but instead 300 men and women 
gathered to take part in an infor-' 
mal memorial service. 


Her career was marked by a se- 


ries of widely-noticed events cli- 
maxed by her disappearance • oh 
the beach at Venice, Calif., May 
IS. 1926. 
A nation-wide search 


was ended on June 23 when she 
appeared at A gun P.-ieta, Mexico, 
near the border and told of hav- 
ing'been kidnaped and-subjected 
to torture in a one-room shack in 
Mexico. 
Eventually, she said, she 


cut her bonds and made her es- 
cape.
